Diplomat says feds turned 
blind eye in Afghanistan 


A federal official has 
dropped a political bomb¬ 
shell on Parliament, alleg¬ 
ing suspects handed over 
by Canada to Afghan 
authorities were tortured 
— and the government was 
at best indifferent and at 
worst tried to cover it up. 

Richard Colvin, an intelli¬ 
gence officer based in Wash¬ 
ington who spent 18 
months in Afghanistan in 
the No. 2 diplomatic post, 
delivered the stunning reve¬ 
lations to a packed commit¬ 
tee room yesterday. 

His calm, precise recita¬ 
tion to the special House of 
Commons committee on 
Afghanistan directly contra¬ 
dicts nearly three years of 
assurances by the Conserva¬ 
tive government that there 
was no credible evidence 
prisoners handed over to lo¬ 
cal authorities were abused, 
in violation of international 
law. 

Colvin said the sweeping 
roundups of prisoners — 
many of them likely inno¬ 
cent — and their subse¬ 
quent abuse has driven a 
wedge between Canada and 
the people of Kandahar, and 


destroyed much of the good¬ 
will soldiers have fought 
and died to achieve. 

In a meticulous seven- 
page opening statement, 
Colvin picked apart the han¬ 
dling of the prisoner issue 
by the Conservative govern¬ 
ment and the military, start¬ 
ing with the assurance that 
no torture had taken place. 

He said he was ordered 
not to write about prison¬ 
ers, and soon afterward re¬ 
ports from the field began 
to be “censored” and revised 
to the point where diplo¬ 
mats could “no longer write 
that the security situation in 
Afghanistan was deteriorat¬ 
ing.” 

Conservative MPs on the 
committee were indignant 
and said Colvin’s testimony 
amounted to hearsay. They 
insisted he had provided no 
“first-hand” proof of torture, 
despite having seen bruises 
and other marks of abuse 
on the prisoners he inter¬ 
viewed.

British Columbia. 

Prosecutors allege Moclc- 
ovalc also targeted Brad 
Kloclc, a former hockey 
player from Port Alberni, 


B.C., who had sued the 
company after being dis¬ 
missed from his job as 
president. King, who was 
trained in British Colum¬ 
bia and practises at the 
Canadian clinics, is fright¬ 
ened for his life and wor¬ 


ried about his family’s safe¬ 
ty, his lawyer said by email 
after yesterday’s bail hear¬ 
ing. 

“We had requested sub¬ 
stantially higher bail,” said 
Anne Bremner.

Canada should pull out, 
says Afghan official 



Malalai Joya has been called the bravest woman in Afghanistan. 
She’s an outspoken Afghan MP who challenges the warlords and 
government. She believes Canada should leave her country. 


She sleeps in safe houses, 
with a rotating squad of 
bodyguards securing the 
doors. She goes out only 
in a billowing burqa. And 
even her wedding was 
held in secret. 

Elected the youngest 
member of the Afghan par¬ 
liament — and suspended 
for her outspoken criti¬ 
cism of the countiy’s top 
officials — Malalai Joya has 
been labelled the bravest 
woman in Afghanistan. 

Small, soft-spoken and 
now 31, she has survived 
at least four assassination 
attempts and is angry at 
the oppressive life she is 
forced to lead, dodging en¬ 
emies she has denounced 
as bloody-handed warlords 
and drug kingpins. 

But as President Hamid 
Karzai is inaugurated 
Thursday for another four 
years in office after a 
fiercely disputed election, 
she says his term is already 
tainted by the corruption, 
criminality and violence of 
those around him. 

“(Prime Minister) 

Stephen Harper says this 


election was a success,” 
she says. “But Karzai has 
not only insulted, but be¬ 
trayed the Afghan people.” 

Karzai has vowed to 
launch anti-corruption in¬ 
vestigations under pres¬ 
sure from Washington. 
But, Joya insists, Canada is 
wasting blood and treasure 


on keeping his govern¬ 
ment in power. 

“Canada should pull its 
troops out now,” she said 
in Toronto yesterday, on a

UN says slowing population growth could help climate change 


The battle against global 
warming could be helped 
if the world slowed popu¬ 
lation growth by making 
free condoms and family 
planning advice more 
widely available, the UN 
Population Fund said yes¬ 
terday. 

The agency did not rec¬ 
ommend countries set lim¬ 
its on how many children 
people should have, but 
said: “Women with access 
to reproductive health serv¬ 
ices ... have lower fertility 
rates that contribute to 
slower growth in green¬ 
house gas emissions.” 

“As the growth of popula¬ 
tion, economies and con¬ 
sumption outpaces the 
Earth’s capacity to adjust, 


climate change could be¬ 
come much more extreme 
and conceivably catastroph¬ 
ic,” the report said. 

The world’s population 
will likely rise from the cur¬ 
rent 6.7 billion to 9.2 billion 
in 2050, with most of the 
growth in less developed re¬ 
gions, according to a 2006 
report by the United Na¬ 
tions.

“What if we did as much to 
prevent rape as we do to 
prevent H1N1?” This ques¬ 
tion was posed recently by 
a blogger from Bitch, one 
of my favourite feminist 
magazines, and, for some 
reason, I can’t stop think¬ 
ing about it. 

The blogger in question, 
Meg Stone, asked her read¬ 
ers to imagine a world 
where the government, the 


media and the health-care 
system mobilized as loudly 
against sexual assault as 
they’re doing against swine 
flu. Think about it: Coast- 
to-coast public education 
campaigns! Daily news re¬ 
ports! Pissed-off citizens de¬ 
termined to do eve r^hing 
they can to protect them¬ 
selves and their loved ones! 

It may seem odd — scan¬ 
dalous, even — to draw a 
comparison between the 
H1N1 pandemic and sexual 
assault. But while these are 
very different and complex 
problems, they share some 
common ground. 

On the most basic level, 
both put public safety at 
risk. Reducing the preva¬ 
lence of either requires a 


change in public behaviour 
and cultural norms. And as 
Amnesty International ar¬ 
gues in its Stop Violence 
Against Women campaign, 
“Violence against women 
and girls is a global pan¬ 
demic.” 

So, can you picture it? An 
alternate reality where 
rape prevention is at the 
top of the agenda? 

Probably not. Even 
though statistics tell us 
that one in four Canadian 
women will be sexually as¬ 
saulted during her lifetime, 
this is not typically seen as 
a health and safety crisis. 

The shame and stigma as¬ 
sociated with sexual assault 
means that we still don’t 
talk about it and most vic¬ 


tims don’t report it. 

Instead of Stone’s vision 
of preventative measures 
on the front page, the news 
we hear is disturbing and 
disempowering. 

Unlike H1N1, sexual as¬ 
sault has been part of our 
world for so long that we 
don’t think we can fight it. 
Well, we certainly won’t by 
remaining apathetic. 
While I’m not naive 
enough to expect the large- 
scale mobilization Stone 
dreams about, she provides 
a welcome reminder that 
change is worth fighting 
for.

Call of Duty a blockbuster

This holiday season’s 
biggest entertainment 
blockbuster likely will be a 
sequel to a popular 
franchise, with jarring de¬ 
pictions of war and an in¬ 
tricate story of good 
versus evil. It could easily 
rake in more than last 
year’s record $i55-million 
US opening weekend for 
The Dark Knight. 

But this blockbuster is 
not a movie. It is Call of 
Duty: Modern Warfare 2, a 
video game that Activision 
Blizzard Inc. released last 
week. Fans worldwide are 
expected to spend at least 
half a billion dollars on the 
game this week. 

That would at least 
match last year’s Grand 
Theft Auto IV, which was 
the most successful video 


game release in history 
and might have been the 
top entertainment launch 
ever. 

To fans, 
who refer to 
it as COD, 
the game 

sets the 
benchmark 
for stunning 
cinematogra¬ 
phy and strik¬ 
ing realism, 
with troops of 
elite soldiers hunting 
down targets in South 
America, Russia, Kaza¬ 
khstan and Afghanistan. 
Players typically plug into 
an online community, 
moving in teams to hunt 
down enemy snipers. 

To retailers suffering 
through the recession, it’s 


an early Christmas gift, a 
product that may get con¬ 
sumers in North America 
and Europe to open their 
wallets. 

To detractors, it repre¬ 
sents everything that is 
wrong with the billion- 
dollar video gaming in¬ 
dustry: Blood-soaked 

images of warfare that 
they say pose a risk to 
the mental health of 
children and adults 
who may not be able to 
tear themselves away. 

Call of Duty carries a rat¬ 
ing of “M,” meaning the 
content is suitable for 
those ages 17 and older. 
Made for the Sony PlaySta¬ 
tion 3 and the Microsoft 
Xbox, it retails for about 
$60. 

The Internet buzzed 


about the game all day last 
Tuesday, and there was no 
shortage of hyperbole. 

As pre-orders topped 1.6 
million, Amazon officially 
named COD the biggest 
selling pre-order video 
game of all time. Robert 
Koticlc, chief executive of 
Activision, crowed that the 
shooter game is likely to 
be “one of the largest en¬ 
tertainment launches of 
any media of all time.” 

There’s no question that 
the video-gaming industry 
is massive. It was worth an 
estimated $14.7 billion US 
in the United States last 
year, surpassing the $9.6 
billion movie industry. 

Investment banking 
firm Janco Partners in Den¬ 
ver, Colo., estimated the 
game would sell as many 


as 4.6 million units the 
first day. That would beat 
last year’s blockbuster 
Grand Theft Auto IV, 
which sold 3.6 million 
units on the first day.

Food gifts 

“I think food gifts are a 
really good idea because 
you can put in an after¬ 
noon worth of effort but 
you can get a dozen gifts 
out of it. Something like a 
cookie mix or a jam or a 
jelly or something like 
spiced nuts.” 

Without spending too 
much money, you can get 
big volumes out of food 
gifts. Like a typical batch of 
jam, you’ll get anywhere 
between six to 18 jars, she 
says. 

And also, “you know 
that they’re going to use it 
or they’ll be able to re-gift 
it,” she jokes. 

Presentation 

There are simple ways to 
make a gift look great. And 
you don’t really need a lot 
of special material to do a 
nice job with wrapping, 
Gilliland says. 

“Even if you pick up 
brown paper bags — that 
you would use for a lunch 
bag — you can get 50 of 
those for under $3 at the 
grocery store. And then if 
you go to the fabric store, 
you can usually find a nice 
ribbon and you can get me¬ 
tres of that for $2 or $3.” 

Small details can add a 
nice touch without costing 
much. 

When Gilliland is mak¬ 
ing gifts, she says she will 
often choose one idea and 
make variations on that 
idea for a half dozen peo¬ 
ple. 

“Once you do the first 
one, you know what you’re 
doing and you can get into 
a rhythm and get a mini¬ 
production line going. You 
really want to maximize 
your time and resources, 
and that’s one way to do 
it.” 

Monograms 

You can take a nice note¬ 
book — a moleskin note¬ 


book for example — and 
make a cover. Everyone’s 
notebook cover is basically 
the same but it will have 
their initials on it, says 
Gilliland. And monograms 
are a great way to do that. 

“On the Internet, you 
can find instructions on 
everything. You can learn 
how to screen print, mono¬ 
gram something — you 
can learn how to paint chi¬ 
na. You can download 
fonts and get a cool font 
for the letters,” she says. 

So a great go-to idea is to 
monogram something, 
whether it’s a pillowcase 
or a coffee mug. 

Themed 

calendar 

If you’re a photographer, it 
doesn’t take a long time to 
put a calendar together. 
Pick a fun theme, like 
“Year of weird stuff,” says 
Gilliland. 

Many computer pro¬ 
grams will have a basic 
template that you can use 
to personalize it however 
way you want. Run it down 
to your local print shop 
and they’ll put it together 
for you, she says. 

Plan ahead 

It’s a good idea before you 
get yourself into a frenzy 
of Christmas present-mak¬ 
ing, to sit down and make 
an extensive list. Write 
down everybody you want 
a present for and decide 
what you’re making ahead 
of time. When it’s time to 
shop for supplies, take a 
list with you. 

Making your own gifts is 
a great way to save money 
but you really need to do 
the planning ahead of 
time, Gilliland says. “And 
that’s where the variations 
on a theme comes in, be¬ 
cause often — like the 
moleskin notebooks — 
you can get three in a 
pack.”

apology Black Eyed Peas 
manager Liborio Molina 
has written a half-hearted 
apology to gossip blogger 
Perez Hilton. 

The apology is part of an 
agreement that led to an 
assault charge against 
Molina being dropped yes¬ 
terday in court. 

The charge came after 
Molina allegedly punched 
Hilton — whose real name 
is Mario Lavandeira — out¬ 
side a Toronto nightclub 
after the MuchMusic Video 
Awards in June. 

Molina’s lawyer, Mark 
Sandler, read the written 
apology outside of the 
courthouse. 

“It said: ‘I apologize for 
what I did on June 22 of 
2009, even though you en¬ 
gaged in highly offensive 
comments, including a ho¬ 
mophobic slur to my 
clients, I acknowledge that 
these kinds of issues 
should not be resolved 
through a physical re¬ 
sponse,”’ Sandler read. 

Hilton’s lawyers said 
they were unhappy with 
the choice of words in the 
apology, but it was ulti¬ 
mately accepted. 

“Although accepting the 
fact that he shouldn’t re¬ 


sort to violence, he at¬ 
tempted to say that there 
was a precipitating cause,” 
Hilton’s lawyer, Brian 
Greenspan, said after¬ 
wards. 

“A sincere apology is a 
sincere apology.” 

As part of the peace 
bond agreement, Molina 
has also agreed not to con¬ 
tact Hilton except through 
his lawyer, can’t cariy any 
weapons for 12 months, 


can’t come within 100 me¬ 
tres of Cobra Nightclub, 
where the event allegedly 
occurred, and has donated 
$500 to Toronto’s Red Door 
Family Shelter.

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Dr. Walter Bishop follows 
in a long line of mad scien¬ 
tists.

But in the able hands of 
John Noble, who stars on 
Fox’s sci-fi thriller Fringe, 
Bishop comes to life. He 
is both comical and trag¬ 
ic, nutty as a fruitcake yet 
totally relatable. This is a 
living, breathing portray¬ 
al. 

Bishop is a scientist of 
Einsteinian proportions 
who for decades was 
deemed insane and, until 
Fringe started last fall, in¬ 
stitutionalized. 

Then his long-estranged 
son, Peter (played by 
Joshua Jackson), reluc¬ 
tantly agreed to 
provide the su¬ 
pervision 
Dad re¬ 
quired to 
re-enter so¬ 
ciety. 

Round¬ 
ing out the 
show’s odd 
threesome 
FBI Agent Olivia 
Dunham (Anna Torv). 

She needed Bishop and 
his filial caretaker to help 
her track down perpetra¬ 
tors of “fringe science” 
(way-out stuff like mind 
control, teleportation, as¬ 
tral projection and genet¬ 
ic engineering) who 
threaten national security 
and, possibly, the human 
race. 

This calls for Bishop to 
display his scientific 
know-how — while 
wrestling with his

demons — in a self-styled 
jumble of a lab complete 
with his pet cow, all 
lodged in a basement at 
Harvard University. 

For Bishop’s character 
to work, you have to buy 
into everything he says, 
no matter how unhinged; 
feel for the guy, no mat¬ 
ter how inappropriate his 
behaviour; care about 
him, even when he acts 
ridiculous. 

Noble makes it 
work. 

“I understand 
Walter,” Noble 
explains. “I can 
understand his 
childish enthu¬ 
siasm quite 
well. I under¬ 
stand his lone¬ 
liness, and his 
attempts to re-es¬ 
tablish contact with his 
son. 

“There’s not any 
phase where I don’t 
kind of understand 
where Walter is coming 
from.”

3/4 cup breadcrumbs, with 
handful of grated Parme¬ 
san cheese mixed in

1 cup grated cheese (mix 
of half mozzarella, half 
Parmesan) 

2 tbsp olive oil 

1 cup marinara sauce 
1/2 package spaghettini 

METHOD: 

1. Pound chicken breasts 
flat with a mallet. Coat 
with flour, then dip in egg 
mixture, then coat with 
breadcrumbs, pressing the 
breadcrumbs into the 


chicken.

INGREDIENTS: 

1 rack of lamb (8 chops) 

Lamb caul fat or 

prosciutto 

250 ml (1 cup) 

baby arugula 

75 ml (5 tbsp) extra-virgin 

olive oil 

4 cloves garlic 

90 g (3 oz) toasted pine 

nuts 

Juice and zest of 1/2 lemon 
Salt and pepper, to taste 

METHOD: 

1) In a food processor, 
place arugula, olive oil, 
garlic, pine nuts, lemon 
juice and zest and process 
until smooth. 

2) Cut rack of lamb into 
chops and wrap bones in 
foil to prevent browning.

4) Season each chop with 
salt and pepper, place on 
pesto and wrap caul fat 

or prosciutto around chop. 

5) Place on a baking sheet 
and roast at 230 C (450 F) 
for 3 to 5 minutes or 
until fat is tight around 
chop.

Phyllo-Wrapped 
Baked Brie 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 shallot, finely minced 
125 ml (1/2 cup) red 
pepper jelly, divided 
3 sheets phyllo dough 
125 ml (1/2 cup) melted 
unsalted (clarified) butter 
125 ml (1/2 cup) sliced al¬ 
monds sliced 
1 small wheel of brie or 
Camembert 

METHOD: 

1) Preheat oven to 190 C 
(375 F). 

2) In a saute pan, sweat 
shallot until it starts to 


caramelize, keeping tem¬ 
perature low. 

3) Lay out one sheet of 
phyllo on a work surface; 
brush evenly with butter. 
Lay a second sheet on top 
and repeat until you have 
three layers. 

4) Place cooled shallot 
mixture in the middle of 
the phyllo sheets. Place 
brie on top of shallot mix¬ 
ture. Wrap sides and bot¬ 
tom and flip over. 

5) Bake for 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes until golden brown. 
Let cool for 15 minutes be¬ 
fore slicing. Garnish with 
remaining jelly.

Cranberry Duck 
Scones 

SCONE INGREDIENTS: 

375 ml (1 1/2 cups) 
all-purpose flour (approx) 
30 ml (2 tbsp) sugar 
6 ml (1 1/4 tsp) baking 
powder 

1 ml (1/4 tsp) baking soda 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) salt 
125 ml (1/2 cup) cold 
unsalted butter 

125 ml (1/2 cup) dried 
cranberries, chopped 
125 ml (1/2 cup) 
buttermilk (approx) 

METHOD: 


1) In a large bowl, sift 
together flour, salt, sugar, 
baking soda and baking 
powder. 

2) Cut in butter. Add but¬ 
termilk and mix until just 
combined. 

3) Turn out dough onto a 
floured work surface and 
knead dough until it 
comes together, then roll 
out to about 5 mm (1/4 
inch) thick. 

4) Cut out small rounds of 
dough about 2.5 cm (1 
inch) in diameter and 
place on a cookie sheet. 

5) bake at 190 C (375 F) un¬ 
til golden brown and 
risen. 


DUCK INGREDIENTS: 

Duck must be prepared 
several days ahead 

5 duck breasts 

125 ml (1/2 cup) salt 

5 thyme sprigs 

Zest of 2 oranges 

Small jar fig jam 

125 ml (1/2 cup) sprouts or 

greens 

250 g (1/2 lb) gorgonzola 

METHOD: 

1) Trim off any visible sil¬ 
ver skin. Dust with salt 
and lay thyme sprigs and 
orange zest on flesh side. 
Sandwich breasts between 
two trays and press with 
weights for 1 day. 

2) Rinse and dry breasts 
and place in refrigerator 
for 2 to 3 days until dried. 
To serve, slice breast very 
thinly across the grain. 

3) To assemble, slice 
scones in half and place 
on a baking sheet. Place 
fig jam on bottom layers, 
place small sprouts or 
greens on jam and top 
with a slice of duck. Place 
a slice of gorgonzola on 
top and melt in 180 C (350 
F) oven (watch carefully so 
it doesn't scorch). 

Place tops on scones and 
serve warm.
